Soil Preparation — Fork over good garden soil to a 
depth of 8 inches and remove stone and debris. Cover 
with 1 inch of leaf mold or peat and mix thoroughly 
with upper 4 inches of soil. Add well-rotted manure 
and a light coating of super-phosphate. Be sure 
there is good drainage. 


. Planting — Space plants approximately 6 inches 
apart. Water thoroughly and top dress with 1 inch 
of peat. Rooted cuttings should be shaded the first 
year. This is easily done with lath, making the 
openings the width of a lath nailed on a light frame. 
Support the frame about 8 inches above the plants 


with stakes or build a frame around the bed. Other, 


methods of shading may be used. a apepen vee 4 


. Summer Care — Never allow the plants to dry out. 
Spray with water in the evening during the hot 


weather. 


plants but do not smother them. Protect the tops 
with evergreen boughs — Christmas trée branches 
are ideal. ; 


. Winter Care — Put leaves or other Broek between

Prune long tips to keep plants compact.

. Soil — Must be acid. Apply 3 inches of peat and a 
dusting of DDT over a good garden soil and mix in 
thoroughly to a depth of 4 inches. If soil is heavy 
mix in sand. Then test with blue litmus paper and 
it should turn pink when placed in a damp sample 
of soil. If not, mix in peat until it gives this test. 


. Planting — Plant on an 8 inch square and just cover 
the roots, firming the plant in with the hands. Water 
and mulch with 1 inch of peat. Give half shade with 
lath or other material. 


After Care — Protect with leaves and evergreen 
boughs during the Winter. No feeding is necesasry 
the first year. The second year apply a light dress- 
ing of tankage and magnesium sulphate or prepared 
azalea fertilizer may be obtained. Transplant to 
give more room the third Spring. 


Never allow the plants to dry.
